Clarke men 
reach NAIA 
District 15 
tournament

The Clarke College men’s basketball 
team qualified for the NAIA District 15 tour. 
nament. The Crusaders’ first-round game 
was played March 1 against Dordt College 
in Sioux Center, lowa. 

The Crusaders managed to edge out 
Mount Mercy College, Cedar Rapids, and 
Grandview College, Des Moines, in the 
District 15 standings. Clarke, with a record 
of 13 wins and 12 losses, is one of the top 
six teams in the district. 

According to senior Co-Captain Jody 
Kolker, the rankings are determined not 
just by the number of wins and losses but 
by a point system. The Crusaders receive 
points according to other teams’ records, 
where the game is played, and what the 
record is at the time. They also get points 
for a win and sometimes for a loss, depen- 
ding on the team they play.
